2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: USPN 
5,655,623 to Skyba shows a frame having a receiving member 34 and an elongate 
member 12 with a cross section, shown in Figures 5 and 6, that is square with circular 
corners forming segments of a circumscribing circle and flat portions there between. A 
fastener 33 extends transversely through the receiving formation and the elongate 
member. Skyba fails to teach incorporating the frame into a vehicle frame assembly.
